The meeting 
wM without donbt the largest over held 
daring a strike in western Pennsylva- 
nia and (he leaden are hopeful of itt 
effMt «pOB DMrtnit't men. When the 
meatliir wm called to order at lo 
o'clock there were 8,000 striking minen 
in attendance, and before it was well 
under way there were 6,000 people in 
the vicinity of the •choolhouse. About 
aOO miners from the Sandy Creek mines 
marched to the meeting and quite a 
large nnmb^ from the Turtle CreelE. 

The speakers told the miners that 
ther were jeopardising the snocess of 
the strike by oontinaing at work, and 
urged tham .to c<mi« out and make the 
supeniiain oomplate thronghoat the 
district. 

After the meeting the Sandy Creek 
miner* rtMomed to work and the strik- 
ers want into camp and had lunch. 
Many were supplied with food enough 
to last two days. 

Two hundred deputies were on dnty, 
but their presence was not needed, as 
there was no trouble of any kind. 

After the day meeting anotlii r moot- 
ing was arr.inpc'd for last nipht, and it 
was attended by many of the men who 
have been at work. Heveral local 
speakers placed the matter bofoip th.ni 
in such a convincing way tli;it tho nu'ii 
from Dearmit's Turtle Creek mme re- 
solved not to ratorn to work in the 
morning. 

This is the most important result of 
the big meeting, and it will be taken 
advantage of at once to iiitlueiice tho 
men at the other two mines to come 
ont. The niimrs' offloiali are JnUlant 
over this victory. 

Eugene Debs loft the city la't iiipht 
for Columbns, on biisinoss which he de- 
clined to make public. Before le.-iving 
he expressed himself as greatly encour- 
aged. He expects great resolts ftam 
yesterday's meeting.

New York, July 80.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Rio Janeiro says that 
authentic information has reached that 

city to the effect that more than .'5,000 
soldiers have been killed iu a \)ig battle 
near the site of ('anudofi. The fanat- 
ics, numbering more than U>,00<) men. 
all well armed, attacked the govern- 
ment troops. Whole brigades of the 
soldiers were swept down and de- 
stroyed, trampled nnder foot, as the 
vu torioas fanatics, with wild, hoarse 
shouts of triumph passed over them. 

The fall extent of the loss of life can 
not be told. There is no reason to 
doubt, however, that the loss in killed 
on both sides is more than 8,000. 

For miles the groand around Canudos 
is strewn with the dead and dying, the 
government troops being compelled to 
leave their dead on the field and flee to 
save themselves from complete de- 
struction by the avalanche <» the fa- 
natics. 

When the report of the awful battle 
reached Rio Janeiro it was considered 
by the president and ministry and it 
was decided to send the minister of war 
to the scene iie.\t week with 4,noo men 
who are now gathering. They will 
carry with them a great store of ammu- 
nition and will endeavor to dislodge 
the fanatics from the position they now 
hold. 

Fighting has been in progress at Ca- 
nudos for several weeks. In the mean- 
time, while the fanatics fought appar- 
ently with little heart, they have been 
gathering their forces from all direc- 
tions. Tho result was the final attack 
on the government troops, which led to 
such awful results.

Bmdley and hii able 
assistant, LieuteilMlt^OVtmor Wortft- 
inKton, but few persons have any knowl- 
edge of the extent of this abuse; and un> 
til the reoord it placed folly before the 
people, no one could understand why 
mobi' innltiplieil and why the pnl)lic atti- 
tude in regard to the mob has been so 
manifestly modified. 

The Evenioir Poet pabliibee herewith 
the whole black record. On the 10th of 
December, 1895, Gov. Bradley was inau- 
gurated Governor of Kentucky. The list 
of pardona briogg the record down to 
June 30, 1897, a period of one year, eight 
months and twenty-ouedays. 

Ifl that time 075 persons have been 
pardoned, omittinR thoee who have 
merely been pardoned in order to ^tore 
them to citizenship. Thm- pnrihn," have 
brcnforall the crinm on the ftoluti' hjol.y, but 
are, in Ou main, imrdont for the (jreatett 
crimet mm can eommii. Small offeoiee are 
rarely punished; when punished, the 
sentence is lipbt and soon satisfied. 

Thirty-two murderers, sentenced for 
life, have been releaaed, after aerving, on 
an average, itut eight yean. In other 
words, when a man is sentenced for life, 
he can expect a pardon in eight years. 

Three marderen, sentenced to be 
hanged, have had their aentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 

Sixty-four convicts, who had "killed 
their meu" and who were convicted of 
manllangbter, have been pardoned. In 
all, ninety-aix marderen have been 
turned loose on society since the inaogo- 
ration of Gov. Bradley. 

It ii interesting to compare the seu- 
tencee for manslanghterwith the term of 
execution. 

Sentenced for 17 years, one served 3 
years; for 16, 7 ; for 10, 3; for 4, 2 ; for 21, 
11 ; fbr 3), only 1 month ; for 15, 6 ; for 10, 
3; for 21,4; for 20, 9. 

These eixty-fonr men-8!a3'er8 received, 
on an average, an eight-year sentence, 
and wen released after serving three 
yean. 

This record shows very clearly why the 
people have lost faith in the courts, in 
the Governor and in the law, and it shows 
why an outraged community appeala so 
promptly to Jadge Lynch. « 

It shows, further, how to ahppress 
mobs ; suppress pardons.

QUEER METHODS 



Uf Repulilican Ofllcials ot Kentucky in 
Dealing Willi tke State's 
Crediters. 



The Post publishes the list ccinplete, 
and an examination of it brings out an- 
other significant feature of this disgrace- 
ful abuse of the pardoning power by these 
Republican officials, namely the prosti- 
tution of the pardoning power for politi- 
cal purposes. 

Prior to the election last (all it was 
talked on the streets that any convict 
could get a pardon or be restored to citi- 
zenship il^h» would promise to vote the 
Republican ticket Whether there was 
any ground for this talk or not the Boi/- 
LETiN does not know, but the reoord in- 
dicates strongly that there was. During 
the months of June, July, August, Sep- 
tember and October ov^ one hundred 
convicts were restored to d^nabip. This 
does not include the many who were par- 
doned out of the penitentiary during the 
months named, but just those who were 
restored to dtlienihip: And it la a very 
significant fact that most of these restor- 
ations to citizenship were granted just a 
short time prior to the Presidential elec- 
tion.

Frankfort, Kv., July 28.— The State 
administration is coming in for consider 
able adverse comment on the methods 
puraued by it in issuing the interest-bear 
ing warrants to the State's crediton as 
provided for by the last Legislature; in 
fact, a number of erediton an making 
open kicks ^n the way they have been 
treated. 

One citisen of Cariisle wrote to the 

proper officer in Frankfort, telling him 
he had a warrant, issued some months qt 
a year ago, which he wanted to exchange 
for an interest-bearing warrant, as pro- 
vided in the Legislative act. He received 
a reply telling him to forward his old 
warrant to the Auditor and a new inter 
est-bearing warrant would be sent him. 

He did as requested, but instead of an 
interest-beating warrant being sent to 
him be was surprised to receive by ex- 
preai the amount of his warrant in 
money.' He wanted the warrant, and 
not the cash, so he Investigated, and was 
told that his interest-bearing warrant had 
been turned gver to a bank that took it 
at its face value and forwarded the money 
to him. 

In other words, the State administra- 
tion is taking away from theowuen of an 
interest-bearing warrant the right to sell 
that warrant to whom he pleases or to 
keep it and draw the interest himself, 
and also anumes the right to turn over 
these warrants to any bank that they 
choose without asking the consent of the 
warrant owner. 

Most of the State's crediton have been 
kept out of their money so long that 
when the bank sends them cash instead 
of the warrant they are so glad to get the 
cash that they make no kick, but others, 
who are money lenders themselves, or 
prefer to sell thdr warrants to some dhe 
of their own choosing, are making a kick, 
and some legal proceedings may result 
and an attempt made to prevent the Re- 
publican ofiicials from signing away the 
rights of the warrant o wnen.

Those who sneer at the "snivel" service 
will not find any consolation in the Presi- 
dent's action. Instead of tearing down 
the bars and opening' the tratea he has 
only strengthened them, as will be seen 
by the following taken from the explan- 
atory statement of the new rules j^iveii 
out ofhcially at the White House : "The 
amendments to civil service rules which 
the President has signed are tli,- mn^i ii;.^. 
tinct ttepB/orward that have been made in 
the civil servioe regnlAions since the 
passage of the original law. Up to the 
present time nearly all the regulations 
have been aimed at throwing safe- 
guards around the method of entry into 
the service. There has been almost 
nothing looking toward the enforcement 
of the spirit of civil service reform within 
the eervioe itself. Many prominent civil 
service reformers believe that regulations 
enforcing proper observance of the spirit 
of civil servioe reform within the service 
would he of much greater importance 
than anything that could be formulated 
n regard to the entry into the servioe it- 
self and it is in this direction the amend- 
ment which has just been signed by the 
President has aimed. 

"Another distinct step taken forward 
is in the customs. All customs, are, by 
the order just signed, placed in the 
classified service. There are, under 
President Cleveland's orders, sixty-five 
ports where the numher of employes are 
five or leu left out of the classified ser- 
vice. All the employes of these sixty- 
live, ports lire by this order emhraced in 
the classified service with the exception 
of a deputy and %oaahitr at the principal 
ports and one deputy at each inb*port or 
station." 

The number of offloen in the customs 

and internal revenue services exempted 
from the operation of the regulations by 
the order has not been aaoertained, but 
it is understood not to be greater than 
the number to which the protection of 
the classified service is extended by the 
President. ,

'•Tbe Eddyville prison is in a 50 per 
cent, better oondition now," saiil Mr. 
JKClelland, "than it wa« when I first 
went there two years ago. It was at that 
time in a miserable mess, and you may 
have seen mach miserable talk aboat its 
abandonment by the State, but when the 
Legislative Committee visited the prison 
they at once concluded that there was 
no better location in the State tor inch 
an institution. At a rough guess I 
(honld aay that the 8ute has expended 
11,600,000 then. The administrative 
building in which are the offices of the 
officials and oontractora' sleeping apart- 
ments for the guards. Deputy Warden^s 
quarters and commissary departme nt is 
the finest baildinR in tbe State, built of 
stone, four stories, and must have cost 
$•'00,000. The prison area of 12 acres is 
inclosed by a stone wall 30 feet high. 
The prison ii situated on a high bluff 
overlooking the Cnmherlaml river, down 
to which we have a tramway for loading 
and unloading boats. It is an exc-eediugly 
well-drained and healthy location, and 
the prison is now kept as clean as a 

. ) whistle. ' 

"The railway station is about a half 
mile from the prison, connected by an 
excellent macadamized road built by tlie 
State. There are now 525 convicts there, 
76 per cent, of whom are negroes. There 
are a number of boys within the walls 
Who should be in a separate penal insti- 
tition. There are only 800 of the con- 
vii'fs at work, for the reason that all the 
factory buildings were burned last May 
a year ago, and have not been rebuilt. 
We pay the State :r> cents a day for the 
labor of each convict we employ, the 
State feeding and clothing them . When 
the factories have been restored and all 
put to work the prison will be self-sus- 
taining and make some money for the 
State. The convicts are compelled to 
take a show/er bath every Saturday after- 
noon, and are then furnished . with a 
clean suit of clothe s."
